Art. 32. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
$40.00 for Public Health Work in Pownal, said sum to 
be expended by the Bureau of Health, State Department 
of Health and Welfare, in cooperation with local au- 
-thorities. 

Art. 33. To see whether or not the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five Dollars 
($25.00) to be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bu- 
reau to be expended and used for advertising the natural 
resources, advantages and attractions of the State of 
Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 5, 
Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 

Note: The amount suggested is commensurate with the 
average amounts appropriated by cities and towns during 
the past five years. 

Art. 34. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the services of the nurses of the Cumberland 
County Public Health Association. 

Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote that a discount 
shall be made to those who voluntarily pay their taxes 
in money to the Collector on or before a certain date. 

Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to fix the com- 


pensation of its Road Commissioner, Selectmen and other 
town officers; also the compensations of men and teams 
on the roads and also trucks, or act anything relative © 
thereto. , 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 11, Secs. 62-63-64. 
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Art. 38. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to appoint a committee of not less than seven to 
receive ideas, consider same and make out projects to be 
carried out under Post War Plans or act anything’ rela- 
tive thereto. 


Art. 39. To elect the following officers to wit: Town

School Report 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 

I have the privilege of submitting my first annual re- 
port as superintendent of schools in Pownal. Since the 
last annual school report there have been three new school 
committee members, a new superintendent of schools and 
several changes in the teachers. Such sweeping changes 
in personnel cannot help but affect our schools, but excel- 
lent substitutes have made patriotic response to our ap- 
peals and I feel that the schools of Pownal are carrying: on 
very well under the circumstances. I wish to pay partic- 
ular tribute to the interest and endeavors of our school 
committee chairman, Mr. Fred Phillips. He has spent 
largely of his time and effort, at the risk of personal 
health, to see that the schools have kept without inter- 
ruption and it is in a large measure due to him that the 
school program has functioned so successfully. 

Although the above observations are drawn from the 
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period since July 1, when I took office, the financial and 
statistical data contained in this report are for the full 
year. It will be noted that there was a slight increase in 
the state equalization fund, and the Town was granted 
favorable action on an application for subsidy under the 
Lanham Act. This is an act to help those towns in war 
effort congested areas where the school systems were over- 
burdened due to excess population brought upon them by 
the war industries. Pownal justified the provisions of the 
Act to the extent of $1,068. These additional items of in- 
come have made it possible to balance all accounts includ- 
ing clearing up the overdrafts of last year. Moreover, 
needed repairs were made or arranged for, and new seats 
have been ordered for North Pownal School. All tuition 
bills have been paid to date, and needed books and sup- 
plies have been bought and paid for. The department 
seems to be in excellent financial standing. 

Ag for next year there is a very real conveyance prob- 
lem to be solved, and there are potentially 35 high school 
students in the Town based on this year’s enrollment. It 
would seem necessary to keep the appropriations at the 
1944 level to meet the probable expenditures in the school 
department. The budget as proposed by the school com- 
mittee follows this statement. 

May I add a personal comment to this, my first report? 
I have greatly enjoyed my work in the school system of 
Pownal, and although my efforts so far have been largely 
to keep teachers in the schools, I feel that there is a real 
opportunity to be of help to the children of the Town. 
I wish to thank the parents and townspeople for their in- 
terest in the schools and solicit their earnest cooperation 
in the school problems. In this way we school people can 
best serve the community in which we are working. 

Thank you for this opportunity to report.

To Joseph H. Pervier, a Constable in the Town of Pow-

GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re-

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to sell the Tyler

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 


I have the privilege of submitting my second annual . 
report as superintendent of schools in Pownal. Such a 
report is a requirement of school law and it is, also, an 
opportunity to present statistical data of pupil enroll- 
ment, financial standing of the department, and pertinent 
information in regard to conduct of the schools. 


The transportation problem we had last year has been 
greatly alleviated by the purchase of a new school bus. | 
Additional money from the equalization fund made it 
possible to buy this piece of equipment out of current 
expenditures without a special appropriation from the — 
town. 


The new seats and desks have arrived for the North 
Pownal School and have been installed. The old seats 
are surplus and have been offered for sale by the school 
committee at $2,00 per unit. Anyone interested should 
inquire of the chairman. 


During the spring term at the close of the school year 
‘there were several changes of teachers, but thus far dur- 
ing the present year we have had a minimum of interrup- 
tion. A group of good teachers has stood by loyally in 
spite of many other calls for their services and have done 
excellent work in the schools. I commend them on their 
achievements. 


One of these achievements which will be of lasting 
benefit to the schools is the installation of the electric 
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lights in all schools. Encouraged by some $33.00 per 
schoo! received from the sale of the Tyler school house, 
the teachers and children, aided by a donation from the 
paper collection committee, raised enough money so that 
each school has been equipped with electric lights with- 
out direct expense to the town. Bills for electric current 
are being paid from the textbooks and supplies account. 


Thanks to the additional equalization aid for which 
the town has qualified, the school committee is able to 
lower the school budget materially for the coming year. 
We are glad to pass on this saving to the town and we 
anticipate being able to put on an equally good program 


for the coming year

We believe it is necessary to call the attention of 
the citizens to the obligation imposed upon them relative 
to contagious diseases under Sec. 39 of Chapter 22 of the 
Public Laws of the State of Maine.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 

I have the privilege of submitting my third annual 
report as superintendent of schools in Pownal. Such a 
report is a requirement of school law and it is, also, an 
opportunity to present statistical data of pupil enroll- 
ment, financial standing of the department and pertin- 
ent information in regard to conduct of the schools. 

For the first time since I have been superintendent 
of schools we have managed to keep the same teachers 
from September through to town meeting. In the un- 
settled social and economic conditions which have pre- 
vailed since VJ Day and which have been even more 
difficult to understand than the disturbed war years, 
this seems to have been a major achievement in itself. 
We particularly compliment these teachers for theit’ 
faithfulness and I am glad to say that our financial sit- 
uation was such that we could make some slight ad- 
justment upward in their salary. 

As this report is written two bills are before the 
State legislature each of which appears to have favor- 
able consideration. One is to increase the minimum 
salary of teachers to $1,500.00, and the other to in- 
crease the legal: tuition chargeable to a town from 
$125.00 to $150.00 or more per pupil. The change in re- 
imbursement to the town per teaching position is such 
that in Pownal after the first year the increase will be 
paid almost wholly from State School Funds, but it will 
be necessary to increase the amount raised by the town 
for this first year. This amount is provided for in the 
proposed budget included with this report. 

In regard to the increase in the high school tuition 
charge since it will not take effect until the fall term

bills are rendered, the school committee has in mind 
that allowance need not be made for this fiscal year and 
have counted 40 students at $125.00 each. 

After much discussion pro and con, including sug- 
gestions from leading citizens of the town, the school 
committee have agreed to sponsor an article for the 
warrant which promotes the idea for a central school 
for the town. Presumably this would be a new build- 
ing located somewhere near the geographical center of 
the town when and if funds were made available. Pres- 
ent Indications are that governmental funds, either 
state or Federal, may be had to aid needy towns in the 
not too distant future. The members of the school com- 
mittee and your superintendent wish their positions to 
be clearly understood. Irrespective of what each of us 
believe we shall accept the vote of the town as a direc- 
tive in the matter. If the town is not interested and 
the vote is negative, well and good. If the town is in- 
terested, then the committee can keep working on the 
proposition and bring a plan to some later town meet- 
ing. . 

Various matters of expenditures are shown in the 
financial divisions of this report and should be care- 
fully considered by all interested citizens. Also the 
committee calls attention to the cleaning and painting 
which has been done in the schoolhouse this year. Cen- 
ter Grammar, Hodsdon and West Pownal schools have 
been thoroughly cleaned, painted and papered during 
the year. It is hoped that many of you will visit these 
buildings since money is asked for in the budget to com- 
plete the work in the other buildings this year. 

With sincere appreciation for the loyalty of the 
teachers, the cooperation of the school committee, and 
the interest and support of the parents and taxpayers, 
I respectfully submit this report.

Public Health Nursing aims to build a solid found- 
ation of physical health and well being within the group 
of school children so that it may reach beyond the school 
into the community. This is to be achieved through a 
program built around the needs of our children in the 
public schools of Pownal. Each member of the teach- 
ing personnel will have a part in this program, the 
classroom teacher’s being the most active. The nurse 
acts as a consultant of public health and mental hygiene 
to the superintendent and teachers. 

This agency is most definitely interested in preven- 
tion of tuberculosis and for this reason Junior High and 
High School pupils have been given Patch Tests every 
year to find reactors. All teachers, school lunch and 
school personnel were chest x-rayed for their personal 
protection and for the better health of the school chil- 
dren under their supervision. 

My heartfelt thanks goes to every superintendent, 
supervisor and teacher for their unstinted efforts to 
promote better health and in their cooperation in attain- 
ing a measure of better school health for your commun- 
ity.
